Child Protection Teams , 

When the investigation" has been completed, three difficult aiid 
complex issues must be resolved: (1)11^ the child l>een abused 
(diagnosis)? (2) What are the chances that treatment will be 
successful (prognosis)? (3)'What ai* the treatment needs of the 
child and what provisional for. tre&tment exist withm the commu- 
nity (treatment plan)? The Jesoiutiort x>f these^hree issues requires 
substantive expertise in the disciplines that include niedical 
pathology, psychiatry, law- and social work. majority of states 
require that the social,y^rker,(x>mplete the investigation and then 
resolve these three issues. This demand is unrealistic. 

Because /this procedure*" is sonjewhat imprijctical. U states have 
created ohild protection teams -comprised of individuals who 
collectively have expertise In a number of 'different fields mcluding 
medical pathology.' psychiatry, law. education and social work.
